President W ilson sent his personal 
condolences lo Mrs. Lurton on her 
husband’s death which resulted sud­ 
denly at the Marlborough-Bohemia ho­ 
tel here from heart disease, brought 
on by asthma. 
H e was seventy years 
of age. 
The body w ill be taken to Clarks­ 
ville, Tenn., for burial 
It was at that 
city that Ju stice Lurton began the 
practice of law and lived for twenty 
years. 
Funeral services will be held 
there on Wednesday. 
For a year or more Justice Lurton’s 
condition had 
been serious, but 
be 
insisted upon performing his duties 
until last December, when 
he 
was 
compelled to give up and go to Flo ri­ 
da with his fam ily. 
At that time it 
was reported that he would resign, 
but after fighting 
for 
health 
until 
April, he returned to Washington aud 
resumed his place on the bench, to 
take an active part in one of the busi­ 
est sessions in the court’s history.

The report characterized the manage­ 
m ent’s monopolistic theories as un­ 
sound and m iscbievious; that the di­ 
rectors were “ crim inally 
negligent," 
and t.hat a substantial part 
of

could be recovered." 
The report was 
couched 
in

strongest 
condemnatory 
terms 
the 
commission has ever used. 
It declar­ 
ed that the directors had consciously 
violated 
the 
federal 
antim onopoly 
laws, but no attempt was made to fix 
the responsibility for the transactions 
between J. P. 
Morgan

Solicitor

the commission said the report made

with 
appreciation 
of 
H eney’s great work and his self-sacri­ 
fice. 
H eney’s work at San Francisco is 
not to be m easured alone by the fact 
th a t officials who were betraying the 
comm unity were forced out of public 
life, nor that the corrupters of those 
officials were exposed and held up to 
the contem pt .of all honest men and 
women. 
The influence of his work 
has gone farther, farth er than many 
of us realized. Heney uncovered “The 
System ” of San Francisco. 
He show­ 
ed the hidden works of the state-be 
traying 
machine. 
The 
Progressive 
m ovem ent in California would never 
have attained the proportions which 
m eant success at the polls had it not 
been for this uncovering. 
But H eney’s work did not stop with 
the close of the graft prosecution. He

ditions as obtained in San Francisco 
prior to the uncovering. 
At the last two sessions of the legis­ 
lature, xieney, at his own expense, has 
been in attendance, a genuine Peo­ 
ple’s lobbyist, urging legislation which 
was clean and wholesome, and oppos 
ing legislation which w as cad. 
This 
constructive work can 
scarcely 
be 
over-estim ated. 
His election to the 
United S tates Senate will but be plac 
ing him in a position to continue in 
an official capacity work he has, w ith­ 
out financial reward nor even with 
expressed appreciation, been carrying 
on as a private citizen. 
I w atched Heney recently as he ad­ 
dressed a large meeting a t Palo Alto. 
His subject was conservation of the 
s ta te ’s natural resources. The powder 
burns from the assassin’s derringer 
showed blue upon his face. 
Those 
burns he will carry down w ith him 
to his grave. And as I thought of his 
g reat ability, devoted to his sta te ’s 
best Interests, his sacrifice and his ac 
com pllshm ent, and rem em bered how 
the blue scars had come there, those 
pow der burns tipped the balance of 
my decisions.

‘’Alfalfa” 
was written by D. W. McDannald, o r ­ 
ange county's representative at the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
for a pamphlet published by t,he Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce: 
There is no authentic history dat­ 
ing back to the time when alfalfa was 
first grown for the use of man ana 
beast. 
Alfalfa is one of the oldest forage 
plants recorded in history. 
We find 
severaJ references to it in the Bible. 
When the “Foxy” cid tyrant Nebuc- 
hadnezzer was turned out to eat fod­ 
der with the ass, he found the nutri­ 
tious life-giving plant growing ready 
for his use. 
The Persians grew it 
long before the coming of the Mes­ 
siah. 
Its origin, like that of many 
others of vast importance, has been 
lost in the dark ages of the long ago. 
But what matters it to us of the pres­ 
ent day, whether it lirst grew on the 
delta of the Nile, on the banks of the 
Euphrates, or along the 
sun-kissed 
shores of the Ganges, it is ours now 
to grow and coddle. Cradled in the 
lap of ancient Persia, 
cultivated 
in 
Greece and ancient Rome, carried orver 
to Spain, when the science of agricul­ 
ture was in its infancy, and brought 
by the Spaniards to America nearly 
a century and a half ago? 
When this, most nutritive of all for­ 
age plants was first introduced Cato 
this country there was little thought 
that it would some day become onq of 
the mainstays of tho government, |>ut 
it is a fact that alfalfa is crowding 
wheat and corn for first place in agri­ 
cultural products. 
The tlrst seed of 
this plant introduced in the United 
States, evidently came from the L u­ 
cerne valley, Switzerland, 
and 
bhat 
country was given credit for its origin, 
but its history has been traced back 
to the dark ages, to where man first 
began to keep a record of events. 
The first name by which the plant 
was known in our country was ‘‘lu­ 
cerne,” but it seemed to thrive Just 
as well, and yield as abundant crops 
under one name as another. 
It matters not what kind of handle 
is used to carry it around by, it grows 
in luxurious 
adundance 
and 
k«eps 
getting a little higher in the esteem 
of man. 


moistens his hand.with warm saliva, 
and takes hold with a grim determin­ 
ation to succeed. 
From the most reliable information 
at hand, the first alfalfa seed brought 
to the United States was planted in 
the valley of Virginia, and a gentle­ 
man (juite well known in American 
history named “George Washington,” 
grew it on his plantation at Mount 
Vernon and pronounced it. a success. 
Another gentleman of the old school, 
whose name is sometimes mentioned 
in connection with our efforts in sepa­ 
rating our little colonies from this 
of Great Britain, Thomas Jefferson, 
grew it on his Virginia plantation, and 
wrote glowing accounts of its beauty 
and abundance. 
Notwithstanuing its early introduc­ 
tion in the eastern half of America, 
alfalfa cultivation never became very 
popular until it was introduced on the 
Pacific coast. 
It is estimated the crop in Califor­ 
nia for the year 1914 will bring the 
handsome sum of $40,000,000, 
The plant is now a staple product 
of the rich fertile valleys in all the 
western states, extending as far east 
as the valley of Hie Platte. Along the 
Snake river in Oregon and Idaho may 
be seen long ricks of alfalfa hay which 
is fed to beef cattle for the Omaha 
and Kansas City markets during the 
winter season. Alfalfa has adapted it­ 
self to nearly every soil and climate. 
It is grown more or less successfully 
where the thermometer slides down 
to flu degrees below zero, and then 
we find it flourishing in 
undulating 
waves close around the equator. There 
is no product of the soil of so wide 
adaptability as alfalfa. 
It is the dairyman’s main reliance, 
an invaluable aid to the poultry farm, 
and it is a source of great revenue to 
the man in the hog business.

Some of our agricultural experts 
advocate planting alfalfa only in a 
deep drained soil, but their advice is 
not wholly reliable, for there are two 
sections in Southern California where 
the water stands near the surface, on 
which alfalfa "has been growing suc­ 
cessfully for nearly a .half a century. 
At El Monte, In Leis Angelos county, 
may be found the oldest fields of al­ 
falfa in the state, and these lands 
are largely self-irrigated, with a wa­ 
tershed only a few feet below the sur­ 
face. Alfalfa has been a staple prod­ 
uct at El Monte for more than forty 
years and nowhere does it grow more

Forest 'Supervisor lining Out 
Protective System for 
Danger, Season 


Chairm an F rancis Cuttle of R iver­ 
side, of the Tri-counties R eforestation 
Comm ittee, has returned from a trip 
of inspection w ith Forest Supervisor 
Charlton, of th a t portion of the Ange­ 
les F orest on th e south slope o£ th e 
B an B ernardino m ountains. 
Mr. C uttle reports that Mr. C harlton 
is m aking a very careful inspection 
of the whole territory, conferring w ith 
the rangers and fire patrolm en, and 
giving careful instructions and m aking 
all possible arrangem ents to prevent 
fires during the sum m er which is now 
beginning. 
He also reports th at th e 
w atershed which w as 
burned 
over 
three years ago is m aking a good re­ 
covery. 
The ch&pparal 
and 
other 
growth is over tw o feet high in many 
places. 
W ith th e exception of a few 
places the whole portion th at w as 
burned over three years ago will soon 
be re-covered w ith a natural grow th. 
The F orest Service has now about 1200 
m iles of fire lanes and trails in the 
Angeles Forest. 
During th* past w in­ 
ter a trail was built from Mill Creek 
to Cajon Pass about half way betw een 
the base and the top of the moun­ 
tains,, and thfere are six lines of com­ 
m unication crossing this lateral trail, 
so th a t the F orest Service is in tho 
best position it ev er has been to pre­ 
vent fire, and to reach them prom ptly 
should any occur. 
As an instance of how necessary 
fire patrolm en are, F orest Supervisor 
Charlton stated th a t Fire Patrolm an 
Elkins, who reached the m ountains 
ready for duty on July I, reported a 
fire on July 4 which m ight have been 
disastrous had it not received prom pt 
attention from the patrolm an who had 
ju st assum ed his duties. 
Mr. C harl­ 
ton is a t present a t Pinecrest, and will 
go from there to B ear Valley, Lytle 
Creek and San Antonio before return­ 
ing to his office in Los Angeles. 
He 
is m aking a strong effort to get the 
co-operation of all people who are 
residents of the m ountains as well as 
cam pers, and every transient through 
the m ountains. 
A rrangem ents 
have 
been m ade with the stage line to carry 
an em ergency 
telephone 
equipm ent 
which can be throw n over the tele­ 
phone w ires and by this means, in­ 
cipient fires may be reported prom pt­ 
ly to th e supervisor at Los Angeles 
or to the n earest ranger.

Anti-Trust Laws Decision 


M issouri’s anti-trust law s, attacked as unconstitu­ 
tional because they exem pt labor combinations, have 
been upheld by the U nited S tates Supreme Court. At 
the sam e tim e the K entucky anti-trust statutes w ere 
annulled because of the endeavor of the com m on­ 
w ealth to exem pt tobacco pools from their operation. 
As a result of the decisions, the judgment of the M is­ 
souri Supreme Court ousting from the State and fin­ 
ing the International H arvester Company of A m erica 
125,000 for being a m ember of a “trust,” was affirmed, 
while the action of the K entucky Court of A ppeals in 
affirming judgm ents in favor of various K entucky 
counties for penalties against the same company for 
being a member of a “tr u s t” w as reversed. 
The decisions do not affect the action of the F e d ­ 
eral G overnm ent against the International H a rv es te r 
Company under the S herm an Anti-Trust Law. 
Justice McKenna iti the Missouri case, said th a t it 
was too late to assert th at a S tate could not prohibit 
combinations induced by good intentions and w hich 
had had some good effect. T his was his a n sw er to 
the argum ent by the h a rv e ste r com pany th at it had 
reduced the prices of m achinery to fanners. 
In regard to the K entucky case, Justice H olm es 
paid, “ lf business is to go on, men m ust u nite to do 
it and m ust sell their w ares. To compel them to guess 
a t th eir peril of indictm ent w hat 
the 
com m unity 
•would have given for th eir w ares if the eontinually- 
changing conditions were o th er th an they are, to di­ 
vine prophetically w hat th* reaction of only partially- 
determ ined facts would be upon the imagination and 
desires of purchasers is to e rect gifts that m ankind 
does not possess.” 


Has Grown to Millions 
After lying unclaimed for sixteen years in the 
T rea su re r s office in San Diego County, an insignifi­ 
cant estate of $206.12 left by A braham Meyers, w ho 
died in San Diego in 1897. has found w ealthy claim ­ 
a n ts who allege that its real value is over $1,000,- 
0«0. Meyer came to California during the gold rush 
and assum ed the nam e of F ran cis Mayor to hide 
his Jew ish ancestry from the Spaniards. After pro s­ 
pecting for years lie acquired milling property in 
Yuba w hich is now producing bullion worth $250,- 
000 annually. 


Money to Move Crops 
Secretary of the T reasu ry McAdoo who this week 
returned to his desk, gave out this statem ent T h u rs ­ 
day: "T h e organization of the Federal Reserve Hanks 
h a s proceeded rapidly

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Two additional locks are under con­ 
struction on tile American side, one, 
known as the “third lock,” to be com­ 
pleted during the latter part of Aug­ 
ust. 
During the eight months of the nav­ 
igation season of 1913, approximately 
60,000,000 * tons 
of 
freight 
passed 
through the Soo 
locks. 
Since 
the 
start of the development of the iron 
mining industry of the upper Michi­ 
gan regions 
more 
than 
500,000,000 
tons of iron ore have been shipped 
through the canal to Ohio, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Indiana points. 
In addition 
enormous shipments 
of 
copper ore, 
lumber 
and 
wheat 
have 
passed 
through the big locks, the wheat ship­ 
ments alone now aggregating approxi­ 
mately 200,000,000 bushels annually. 
History of the Soo locks extends 
back over a period of 117 years. 
In 
1797 the North W est 
Fur 
Company 
constructed here the first lock on the 
North American continent, but in 1814 
it was destroyed 
by 
United 
States 
troops as a war measure. 
No further 
attempt to make navigable the wa­ 
ters dividing Superior and the lower 
lakes was made until 1854, when the 
state of 
Michigan 
constructed 
two 
locks, each 350 feet in length, and of 
sufficient depth to permit vessels of 
12-foot draft to pass through. 
In 1870, the United States govern­ 
ment took over an interest in the canal 
and eleven years later had completed 
the Weitzel lock, which is still in op­ 
eration for the use of small boats. 
In 
1887 the federal government had as­ 
sumed complete control of the canal. 
The government then ordered the de­ 
struction of the old state locks and the 
erection of what is now known as the 
“Poe lock.” 
This 
undertaking 
was 
completed in 1896. 
The Poe lock is 
800 feet long, IO feet wide and admits 
vessels drawing IS feet of water.

IS NEARING 


FINISH 


350 Feet Greater Than Any 


Other Lock in World— Com ­ 


pletion Will Be Epochal 


SAULT STE MARIE, Mich., July 15. 
With a length 350 feet greater than 
any other lock in the world, the new 
“third lock" at the Soo Canal is rapid­ 
ly nearing completion and engineers 
in charge of the work today predicted 
that within a month it will be open to 
navigation. 
Tile new lock lias a total 
length of 1,350 feet, a width of 80 
feet and a depth sufficient to permit 
boats of 24-foot draft to pass through 
it. 
The completion of this new 
work 
will be epochal in the history of great 
lake navigation. 
With the locks al­ 
ready in operation here, it will permit 
a gross tonnage to pass through from 
the waters of Lake Superior to the 
lower lakes that is ten times greater 
than the expected annual tonnage of 
the Panama Canal. 
Three locks are 
now in operation in the canal, two on 
the American side of 
the 
St. Mary 
river and one on the Canadian side.,
